xx AUSTRALIA. Today I have noticed VL8A Alice Springs has stayed on 
its daytime freq, 4835 overnight. Strong signal around 1110 with 
country mx. It was still there in the morning (our LT) at 1930. I 
presume this is due to a problem in changing freqs and is not a 
permanent move, which is a pity as it is great to hear an ABC 
domestic SW tx again with such clarity. I still mourn the loss of 
VLM4 & VLQ9 Brisbane which closed a few years ago... (Barry Hartley, 
NZ, Mar 28) 


[VANUATU, PAPUA NEW GUINEA] 

ABC Alice Springs is again on 4835 today at 1030. I hope this is a 
permanent move! Curiously, R Vanuatu is missing today on both freqs 
(4960 & 7260) and it was yesterday too. Initially I thought it might 
be due to the sunspots that I keep hearing about on our local TV 
weather reports, as yesterday Port Moresby on 4890 was missing too, 
but today it is back (Barry Hartley, NZ, Mar 29 both via Wolfgang 
B,schel, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx AUSTRALIA. Alice Springs 4835 noted on past 1600 on 27 March, 


apparently now on all night with no change to 120 metres. \\ 2325 & 
2485 with ABC news and phone-ins. 


Radio Australia in Indonesian heard booming in 28 March 0000-0030 on 
21615, presumably via Darwin (Alan Davies, Davao, Philippines, 
Electronic DX Press March 29 via DXLD) 


No, not Darwin; at that time via IBB Tinian site, 250 kW, see Merlin 
schedule entries: 21615 0000-0030 Tinian 250 kW 255 degrs ABC SEAs; 
21780 0400-0430 Tinian 250 255 ABC SEAs (Wolfgang B,schel, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx AUSTRALIA. Christian Vision heard testing one of their Darwin 
transmitters 28/3 abruptly on at 0002 through to 0234 off, using 
17775. Once again, very strong signal here off the back of the 
antenna, but continuing modulation problems with constant "crackling" 
sounds and brief outages. Interestingly, RA’s English service 28/3 
announced this as a "Special test frequency" for Southeast Asia at 
0000-0130, yet it doesn’t appear in the RA schedule published in DXLD 
1-042. 17775 wasn’t in fact carrying RA programming, but rather the 
usual looped pop record the CV has been using for some time. No doubt 
this is due to the lack of a suitable feed -- I think the signal was 
going to be picked up off a subcarrier piggy-backed on the ATVI 
signal, until the plug was pulled on the latter as earlier documented 
(Craig Seager, Bathurst, NSW, Australia, March 28, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


Heard Christian Voice, Darwin on 21680 today 0300-0800* carrying a 
relay of their own African service in EE, probably as carried on 
their Zambian txer. Periodic ID inserted as the "African Service of 
Christian Voice for Asia". They seem to be only using one frequency 
at a time presently - 17775 noted yesterday was absent today (Craig 
Seager, NSW, March 29, ARDXC via DXLD) 


xx AUSTRIA. 13730 not really for NAm, except Iceland target !!! The 
9870 and Sackville 15-16 17865 are the only SW transmissions towards 
NAm. See schedule:

13730 0400-1800 17-19,27-29,36-40 MOS 100 0 AUT ORF

xx AUSTRIA. Glenn, In the postal mail today, Tuesday March 27, 2001, 
I received the ORF schedule covering March 25, 2001 - October 27, 
2001. It is slightly different than the ORF schedule in DXLD 1-041. 
IMO, the following frequency schedule is confusing. For example at 
0532 is only 6155 kHz used? Or, are both 6155 and 13730 kHz used? 
Once, I thought I understood, I looked at the 0130 1530 entry. Surely 


17865 kHz is not used at 0130. Fortunately, I was able to check the 
0130 broadcast and I only heard 9870.

*xx CAMBODIA [non]. Official says opposition radio broadcasting from 
"Thailand" | Text of report by Cambodian newspaper Reaksmei Kampuchea 
on 25 March 


The evening programme of a shortwave radio, believed to be run by the 
Sam Rangsi Party [SRP], is currently broadcast from Thailand. Most 
people living near the Thai border have heard this broadcast. 


Most of the news broadcast by the radio doles praise to Sam Rangsi 
but hurls criticism at the Royal Government [RG]. An Information 
Ministry official said that his department is also currently 
monitoring this broadcast. 


A Reaksmei Kampuchea correspondent based in the northern provinces of 
Cambodia reported on 23 March that the radio, believed to belong to 
Sam Rangsi, broadcasts its Cambodian programme every evening [sic]. 
The broadcast is beamed from Thailand. People near the border areas, 
including Sra-yang in Preah Vihear Province, can listen to the 
programme every evening, at 1700-1800 [1000-1100 gmt]. 


The correspondent added that the radio programme has been heard 
praising the Sam Rangsi Party [SRP] but finding fault with the RG. 


Speaking to Reaksmei Kampuchea, State Secretary for Information Khieu 
Kanharit acknowledged that it is true that such a programme is 
broadcast from Thailand. He added the broadcast is on shortwave and 
irregular and that the ministry has also formed a team to monitor the 
broadcast to see how dangerous it is. 


He also said, "We are still unsure whether Sam Rangsi or somebody 
else is behind the radio broadcast. We are in the monitoring process 
because Thailand has as many as 500 radio stations." 


All in all, Khieu Kanharit asserted that should the radio broadcast 
intensify its fierce attack on the Royal Cambodian government, we 
would raise this issue to discuss with Thailand. 


Cambodia watchers assessed that Thailand gets the upper hand on 
Cambodia as always, although it is also an ASEAN member. Thailand has 
been seen as a sanctuary for anti-Cambodian Government groups, 
including Sok Yoeun [SRP activist accused of attempting on Hun Sen's 
life in Siemreab Province in 1998] and [Cambodian Freedom Fighters 
leader] Chhun Yasit. 


[BBCM Editorial note: The Sam Rangsi Party radio station Voice of 
Justice commenced broadcasting on 17 February 2001. The broadcast is 
believed to be transmitted weekly on Saturdays at 1000-1100 gmt on 
15455 kHz shortwave. ]

Above demonstrates the Cambodians’ remarkable ignorance of SW 
propagation. Just because it can be heard near the Thai border does 
not make it more likely 15455 be coming from there -fA in fact, less 


likely, due to skip distances! I see no reason to doubt the previous 
info that it’s Taiwan. And how can it be both irregular and heard 
“every evening’ *? In case there is anything to the latter, we should 
check on days other than Saturday. Or there could be another lower 
frequency as yet unknown which could actually be from Thailand? (gh) 


Hi Bill, The Cambodians keep trying to pin V. of Justice on Thailand 
(Saturday 1000-1050 on 15455). Can you confirm or deny that this is 
transmitted from UDORN? (Tnx, Glenn) 


Nope. If they're responsible, it's not from Udorn. The only thing we 
have at that time for RTG is 11805 towards the south ... I guess for 
Thais surfing in Oz! (Bill Whitacre, IBB Monitoring, Washington, DC, 
March 29, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*x CANADA. CHNX heard again the next night; the tape loop (featured 
on WOR 1074) starts with a whoosh sound, and some kind of noise sound 
effect continues throughout, not a good idea when transmitting on SSB 
and against other noises, such as the ...- bonker. 


““This is CHNX, rebroadcasting the programming of Oldies 96, CHNS, 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, Canada, on 6130 kHz on the 49 meter band. Our 
transmitting site is located in Rockingham, a suburb of Halifax, and 
running 24 hours a day. This is CHNX, Shortwave. °° 


In the 0600-0630 period March 28, the loop repeated continuously, but 
sometimes interspersed with fragments of CHNS promos and music. On 
March 29 at 0625 check, no signal at all on 6130, possibly due to 
propagation, but I doubt it (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1074, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Glenn, Thanks for this information. I tried CHNX this morning 
(March 28th) and it was clearly audible around 0730 with no QRM - co 
or adjacent. It faded down into my noise level by about 0820. In 
comparison, CKZN St. John’s 6160 was a couple of S points stronger. 
CHNX was running a tape(?) loop from time to time giving SW call 
sign, frequency, "24 hours a day", location etc., as well as joining 
the Oldies 96 MW format. Let's hope it stays around a while now, 
despite the competition you mention. Best 73's, (Noll Green, England, 
WORLD OF RADIO 1074, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hello Glen[n]: Thank you for another scoop; you are correct, CHNX is 
back on the air. This despite their previous statement in February 
that the station may not return to shortwave. I am just off the phone 
with CE Mark Olsen. He tells me that CHNX has been back on the airx 
Since March 25th. He is happy to report that he received a call from 
the Canadian Navy Frigate HMCS Charlottetown in the Arabian Sea: the 
CHNX signal is being heard well aboard ship. 


The station is back using the same equipment, 50 watts, 1/4 wave 
Dipole Antenna at 50', 6130 kHz. The station will be off the air for 
a few hours today, March 28 for adjustments. CHNS is 960 MW (oldies 
music) and CHFX 101.9 FM (country music). 


Mark wishes listeners to know that CHNX/CHNS/CHFX is celebrating 75 
years of service to Nova Scotia, Canada and the world. The station is 
the first in Nova Scotia, Canada! On May 12 the station is having "a 
big party"; Mark will be changing the ID and giving a special station 
identification that day. Again thanks from all of us Glen, for yet 
another first! 73's (Joe Talbot, Red Deer, Alberta, Canada, WORLD OF 
RADIO 1074, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*k CANADA. Quirks and Quarks Promo March 31, 2001: Hello, This week 
on Quirks & Quarks our feature topic is Artificial Intelligence: Can 
we really teach a machine to think?

*xk CHINA. Re 25250 unID: This is China 5 x 5050 kHz, nice catch, (Tim 
Bucknall, harmonics@yahoogroups.com via DXLD) 


Yes, there is also a 7th harmonic (35350), audible here via evening 
TEP. 73s (Tony Mann, Perth, Australia, ibid.) 


China is a very big country and two outlets are listed on 5050: 
Nanning and Fuzhou; so which is this? (gh, DXLD) 


*xk COLOMBIA. 5956.85, Caracol, Villavicencio. Very strong, program 
or slogan "a domingo en Caracol", then LV de los Centauros ID, which 
doesn’t seem to be regularly given in recent times. Mostly news 
format (Craig Seager, Bathurst [Limekilns], NSW Australia Icom R75, 
250m Bev., hard-core-dx via DXLD) 


** COLOMBIA. 35750, La CariOosa, NBFM, 1528 Mar 25 with usual canned 


"RCN, La Radio de Colombia" jingle, callsign as HJAN or HJAM. At 1536 
and various other times, cart IDs for "La CariOosa de Querer" and 
coffee ad, 1540 man with SP ID for "La CariOosa 6-10" and talk about 
Bogot-, 1551 ad string incl. "Servicio Panamericano," then what 
seemed to be details on some kind of contest. Signal crashed after 
that. Format is mostly SP vocal mx of various flavors. I suspect this 
may be the Bogot: outlet on 610, but the only thing I've hrd there 
recently (at night only, of course) is R. Difusora Nacional. Lots of 
QRM from the SP net on 35755, FR databursts co-channel, plus unID 
probable LAm wireless local loop (strong phone-ringing-like sound at 
1605).

xx EGYPT. Source: Arab Republic of Egypt Radio General Service 
Comments : This service identifies itself as "Arab Republic of Egypt 
Radio from Cairo" (Arabic: "Idha'at Jumhuriyat Misr al-Arabiyah min 
al-Qahirah"). The main mediumwave frequency for this service is 819 
kHz. Other mediumwave frequencies may also be used at various times 
of the day including: 1386, 1368, 1350, 1341 1314, 1305, 1278, 1188, 
1179, 1143, 1080, 981, 936, 918, 882 and 603 kHz.

Re DXLD 1-042 on RFI in English on 15155 and its QRM 
problems... Spain, not HCJB, was on 15160 at 0400 in Spanish, 
interfering with France. HCJB uses 15140 (Joe Hanlon in Philadelphia, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx GREECE. Finally checked for current VOG frequencies, and confirmed 
English news segment at 0204 March 29, from best to worst: 12105, 
7475, 9420, 11645 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Sunday, March 25 was Greek Independence Day and I was up late in the 
evening of our Saturday and early Sunday catching the new frequency 
assignments for the Spring-Summer 2001 schedule of The Voice of 
Greece. Enclosed is my version of the new schedule which should get 
you into the ballpark before VOG issues their new schedules. 


On the 0600-0800 UT service, I was able to hear 9420 and 15630 with 
S3 and S4 signals. For the first time, I was also able to get faint 
signals from 17520 and their new 13-m frequency of 21530; Delano is 
still on 11900 for these two hours. 


The VOG-USA service to the Americas is still heard at 1200-1500 UT 
but shifted to 9775. To NAm has been extended by two hours, 1600- 
2200, and to South America shortened by two hours, 2000-2200, while 
still using Delano 17705 and Greenville 17565 respectively. All of 
this adds up to 13 hours usage of VOA transmitters in the USA. 


I picked up Radiophonikos Stathmos Makedonias from Thessaloniki from 
2000 to 2050 on 9935, and 2100-2250 on 7430. I missed the closing 
frequency announcement because 7430 is hemmed in between WEWN at 7425 
and WWCR 7435. 


Last night the news in English shifted from 0300 to 0200 UT because 
of DST and was on for only five minutes, probably because of the 
Greek holiday. *‘It*'s All Greek to Me** programs were not on this 
Sunday, probably also because of the same holiday. Some others: 


0400-0550 Avlis 9420 and 11645 best, also on Kavala 17520, 21530 
2200-2300 Avlis on 9375 
2300-2400 Avlis 7375 9375; Kavala 15650 and best on 12105. 


The foreign-language *‘Orientations’* were also not heard (should be 
English at 1830 daily), but 12105 was carrying the regular VOG 
service at 1900, heard on 15630 and 17705. Kavala VOA 12 does not 
come in too well or not at all, so I am not too sure of the 
frequencies from 1200 to 2100 (but previously on 11645 or 12105); so 
I guess we will have to wait until I get word from the VOG's 
engineers or program people; if I detect any changes from my 
schedule, I will let you know. I still can’t figure why Thessaloniki 
dumped their three 35 kW transmitters if their new 250 kWs are still 
in their boxes with their antennas -- it looks as if the Greek 
politicians put a hold on the money (John Babbis, Silver Spring MD, 
March 26, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*x GUATEMALA. 4052.5, R. Verdad, Chiquimula. Couldn't find this at 
all last Latin season, even on good Guatemalan nights, but there on 
this occasion March 27 with strong signals 1159, full ID noted 
"EstaciUn educativa evangElica, Radio Verdad...." (Craig Seager, 
Bathurst [Limekilns], NSW Australia Icom R75, 250m Bev., hard-core- 
dx via DXLD)

Still giving old and outdated frequencies 6065, 
6135 (Bob Thomas, CT, March 26, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

OTC 03/26 1228 Government Refuses to Privatise TV And Radio 


Abuja, Nigeria, Mar 23, 2001 (African Eye News Service/All Africa 
Global Media via COMTEX)-- Nigeria's government will not relinquish 
State control of the country's major electronic media networks 
because they play a "pivotal public service role" in feeding 
information to fragile Third World countries. 


Nigerian Senate Committee on Information chairman, Senator 
Jonathan Zwingina, said the national privatisation of government 
organisations would not apply to the Nigerian Television Authority 
(NTA) or the Federal Radio Corporation of Nigeria (FRCN). 

The two networks are the largest broadcasters in Africa's most 
populous country. 

"Government has to retain ownership and control to ensure that the 
networks meet their public service duties. This is also the only way 
that NTA and FRCN will be able to continue producing local content by 
continuing to access government funds for programme development, 
maintenance of staff and equipment, including the provision of 
capital projects," he said. 

The announcement follows concerns that NTA and FRCN were 
abandoning their public service roles in a bid to become commercially 
sustainable by broadcasting cheaper foreign programmes and popular 
sporting or entertainment events instead of documentaries or 
educational features. 

Zwingina added that Nigeria's current media laws did "do not 
empower State broadcasters to unilaterally alter their statutes or 
start operating like private enterprises simply to make profit." 

"Senate feels very strongly that outfits such as the NTA and the 
FRSC should therefore not engage in profit-making enterprises such as 
televising football matches at the expense of public service 
programmes or network news," he said. 

"It is ironic to note that major international commercial media 
houses such as the BBC, VOA, CNN and SkyNews never compromise their 
news programmes or slots for any event, least of all football 
matches. We in Nigeria erode our only public service broadcasters, 
however to regularly show football matches in place of network news," 
he said. 

The NTA Network News has recently been relegated to later time 
slots in preference to matches of the UEFA Champions League because 
of the huge advertising revenue that accrue to stations when such 
games are shown. - African Eye News Service
